DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a Continuation of serial no. 09/781,191, abandoned 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: only the first word of the 
claim should be capitalized. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill 
in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kokubu in 
view of Oyama et al. 

Kokubu discloses all the claimed limitations except notches. 

Oyama et al discloses a stator comprising a plurality of laminated plates 12a having a 
circular opening at the center and notches 12b for the purpose of receiving support bars 13. 

Since Kokubu and Oyama et al are both from the same field of endeavor and/or 
analogous art, the purpose disclosed by Oyama et al would have been recognized in the pertinent 
art of Kokubu. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to employ in Kokubu notches for the purpose of receiving support bars as 
recognized by Oyama et al. 
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Regarding claim 5, it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a 
claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a 
prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 
1647(1987). 

Regarding claims 6-7, the shapes are considered to be obvious variant of the rectangular 
shaped notch 12b of Oyama et al.

All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally 
rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
earlier application.
